Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are unpersuasive. 
Specifically, the argument regarding the utility of the long chain alcohol (i.e., capping agent versus water repellency) is unpersuasive 
since the claims do limit the intended use or function of said alcohol. Rather the claim states a urethane comprising the reaction produc 
of a long chain alcohol. Tetenbaum's teaching of a long chain alcohol as a capping agent for a urethane meets this limitation. With 
respect to applicant's argument that the Knowlton, Horie, and Pechhold references do not teach the claimed stainblockers can be used 
with a urethane composition, it is noted that the primary reference of Suguwara teaches the use of stainblockers with urethanes. 
Applicant also argues there is no motivation to combine the references. In response, Suguwara's lack of an explicit teaching for suitable 
stainblockers motivates one to look to the prior art to find such. Therefore, applicant's arguments are unpersuasive and the rejections 
stand. 
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
